A FurHior Despatch ou the Subject of 
Uuioui 

Wo aro onablod to publish this mor- 
ning a further despatch rolativo to 
the proposed Union of thoso OolonioH. 
The poBitioQ assuraod by Mr Birch is 
somowhat contrary _ to tho__opinion 
exprosBod by him a month earlier as 
regards tho " woU anderatood wiehoB 
of the people of British Colambia on 
the subject of TTnlon." Writing on tho 
28th of last March, to Mr Cardwelll, 
and speaking of tho Union petition, 
he says that " some pressaro has been 
broaght to bear on the inhabitants to 
Bweil the number of petitioners;" 
but adds, "the result of this attempt 
to foster discontent has thus proved 
a complete failure." In the despatch 
given below^ the Administrator says 
that he " cannot agree fvith the mem- 
orialists that the Union of Vancouver 
Island with British Columbia would 
be "contrary to the welUunderstood 
wishes of tho people." This state-, 
ment is a direct contradiction ot his 
opinion given above, and written less 
than thirty days before. As a matter 
of course the new Secretary for 
the Colonies will attach no more 
weight to these statements than 
they are entitled to receive, and wo 
shall soon, no doubt, have the very 
great satisfaction of announcing that 
the machinations of the' conspirators 
against tho best interests of the two 
Colonies have been completely upset, 
A most amusing portion of the docu- 
ment given below is the arrogant 
turkey-cock, air with which " we " 
the Municipal Council of New WestM 
minster assume to speak for the people 
of British Columbia. The « three t?ii- 
lors of Tooley street," are nowhere 
when compared with these consequent 
tial gentlemen when they assert that 
the " people o£ British Columbia have 
always been opposed to Union." The 
demand made for the passage of an 
Act to permanently locate the Capital 
at New Westminster, is quite in keep- 
ing with the impudent tonei of assump- 
tion throughout the entire document, 
and the statement of the large vested 
rights that will bo injured, and iho 
hreach of " fitith with the people " 
that would occur from its removal, are 
mirth-provoking, whon read by a per» 
son on the spot fully cognizant of the 
real state of affairs. The statomont 
that the capital was permanently lo- 
cated .' at New Westminster, by Sir 
James Douglas in a proclamation 
having the force oflaw,dated Pobruary 
14, 1859, is as mendacious as aro iho 
Btaitenients of the " estcomod Gov- 
ernor'* in his despatches to Mr Card^ 
well. The proolamation merely re- 
cites that tho nainc of tho capital of 
the Colony shall bo Now Westminster; 
bat it does not establish the capital 
at the town now known by that name, 
and then called Quocnsborough. Ilad 
the capital boon ostablishod at Yale, 
th« name of tho town would have 
been changed to New Westminster. 
In fact thoro is nothing coutaincd in 
the proclamation that treats of the 
collections of stumps near tho mouth 
of tho Frasor as anything but a tem- 
porary abiding-phico for iho oilicials.

ent suasions of tho Legislative Counoil. 

That tho pooplo of this Colony have heard 
with regret, that ller Majesty's Government 
haa decided upon uniting tho Colonies of 
British Columbia and Vanoouver Island, 
contrary to tho well-undefBtood wishes of 
the people of the former Colony, 

That should Hor Majesty's Government 
persist in curryioi; out this detorminatioa, 
your moniorialiats would reepeotlully but ear- 
nestly submit tho following: — 

lal, I'hat the Capital of tho united Colo- 
nifls should bo pormaneutly fixed by an Act 
of the Imperial Parliament, at Now West- 
minster. Tho site of thia city was, your 
memorialists believe, wisely soleotod by a 
oommissiooer sent out by Uer Majesty's 
Government, and speoially charged with 
that duty; reoeived its name direct from Her 
Majesty, and was offioially proclaimed as the

people, and inflicting gross injustice upon 
larjjo vosted rights; and it could not bo trans- 
(erred to Victoria — the extreme south-western 
limit of Vancouver Island — without entailiDf;

KltENClI CliKEli, lUtb Aug. S 
EniTOiis Colonist and Curonicle : — I 
avail myself ol tho opportunity of N. Murray 
Ea(|., Hoing down to Victoria to send you 
throu;;li his kindness, n few qnarlE specimens 
in which gold may be easily Been with tlu 
naked eye, even by one who is o stranger to 
the minor's craft. Tboj wero given to me 
yusterday by two mioera ont of a party ol 
eiKlit, who for tbe last nine days have been 
ptospeotinj: a tpiartx lode which tlioy discov- 
ered a littio while ago between French and 
ISlcCullouj;li ('reekr, eoiiio eii;ht miles from 
this place. They aie now three (eet deep in 
their prospect, the lead is l^l inches thick 
and appears to richen tlio deeper thoy sink 
It was only nino(9) inobBS on tho surface 
tho gang is composed ot a kind ol slate rock, 
easy to pick. 

The speoimens I was presented with, and 
which I sent you to-dny, are not, I was told, 
picked out from among iho richest kind. In 
deed I was shown by the same parties, two 
small sptciraons of pure solid gold, taken 
from the same lead, tho largest picou weigli- 
iof; about 813. This gold is (if a dark huo, 
with a very rough unpoliahod surface and 
scarified edges, and aoems to have been sub- 
jected at a reniuto period to a very hot fire, 
The quartz iu ilsolf does not present auythir g 
very remarkable, the grain is rather coarso 
and not close enongh. If I mistake not, it 
belongs to tbe period of transition [geologic' 
ally speaking) and nut to the primary forma 
tion.

Laying of the Foaudatton^fitone of 
Stc Paul's Charcb, Esqaimaltc 

Testarday afternoon the inlerosting coroi 
nony of laying the foundntioa-Btooe of the 

new Episoopnl Cliuroli about to erected at 
EsquiniBlt, wna performed in the prosenoo of 
a great oonoourso oi people— mauy of whom 
were ladica. 'I'bosite (which was goncrously 
preseotod by boo. Donald Frascr) chosen for 
the na«r edifioe is on the leva! apot eznotiy 
at the foot of the road leading into £8- 
quimalt from this oily, which commaoda a 
fine view ot the waters of the outer harbor 
and StrailB, aud ia silcated not a stono's'throw 
from tho rooliy beaeh. The platform over- 
looking the alto was decorated with 
flags. H. M. S. ships Sutlej and Scout, guo» 
boat Forward, and U. S. war steamer Sagi- 
naw, were gaily dreaaed in baotiog and 
presented a beaatifnl appearance. 

At precisely four o'clock a prooBSsioD, 
headed by iho bnud of II. M. S. Sutlej, was 
formed on Hospital road, and moved lowarda 
the sito in the order described in yesterday's 
paper. Among tho revetend gentlemen in 
the procession were Hla Lordship the 
Bishop, nllended by Arohdeaoon GIIbod; 
Dean Cridgc; Kct. A. 0. Garrett (Rector of 
Kt Paul's) ; Rov. Mr Di)ohin ; and Rev. Mr 
Cawston, Ohuplnin of the Sutlej. We also 
noticed Ilia Excolloncy the Governor; Ad- 
miral Dennnan, and Unpta Piice, Hulivun, 
and Coodo, R. N.f Cnpt Franklin, and three 
ofliccrs of tho U. S. steamer Saginaw; tho 
hon Chief Justice Neodham; J. J. Coohrano, 
Esq., M. L. A.; and many others. Among 
the ladles near tho platloim were seated iWrs 
Kenoedy and daughters; Honorable Mrs 
Denmanj Mrs Hills; Mrs Keedbam and 
daughters; lira Sparks and . daoghter; and 
several members of the St John's and Cathe- 
dral Church choirs. 

The procession having atriTSd oa the 
ground, Archdeacon Gilaun gave out the 
lOOlh Psaira, which was sung with poor 
efleot, owing to want of rehenreal. 

His Lordship the Bishop of Columbia haT- 
jog read the aervice appointed for tho occa- 
sion (the people rosponding with much fer- 
vor), Mrs Donman was escorted to the front 
of the platform and was presented by the 
Lord Bishop with o suitably innoribed silver 
trowel. Uis Lordship addressed Mrs Den- 
man as follows: 

It is my pleasing duly to present you with 
this silver trowel and to request you, in the 
name of those assembled, to perform the 
oCDco of laying the corner stone of a Church 
to tho honor of our God. Since your bravo 
liDsband and you were among the Cist to 
urge on this holy undertaking and to set an 
example by oflering tho largest contribution 
to the work, we feel there is a peoulior fitness 
in the part we now hope yea will take. 

Mrs, Denman having deposited in the 
cavity a glass jar, coataiaing papers and 
coins, then laid tho atone, saying, at the close, 
'• This stone ia laid in Faith and Hope to the 
Honor and Glory of God, through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. Amen." The prayers 
being then conoloded, 

His ExcelL-inoy Governor Kennedy ad- 
dressed the assemblage, saying that this was 
ono of tho modt iuteresiiug occasions he 
had enjoyed since cflming to this colony, and 
he hoped that tho first sound ihe church- 
going boll would sarve to remind many of 
the truth they had learned io youth, and 
vbiob too many, be feared, bad now forgotten. 
All wonld be taught in this bailding that 
God is a loving and often a paniabiog power. 
The truths preached might bo tho means of 
bringing many back to llie paths from which 
they had struyeJ to a proper respect for le- 
ligion. IIo lojoiced to see members of other 
sects in attendance ; their presence showed 
that tho moderation and liberality with 
■which the Minislers of tho Church of Eng- 
land hod performed their duties and aided 
others to perform theirs, had met with full 
appreciation. A rivalry there might be, but 
ha hoped it would be over of a nature to 
teach all to do right and point out tho way to 
everlasting life (applause.) Hia Escellenoy 
expressed the thanks of the colony to Ad- 
miral and Mrs, Denman for the aid which 
they hud given this church, and said that the 
donors might remoinbor with a feeling of grati- 
fication in after years thai they had bean in- 
Btrumenlal in erecting a noble building for the 
worsbip and glorification of iheir Creator 
(applause). 

The Chief Justice said that St. Paul's was 
the eighth Episcopal Church established in 
this colony, a fact that bore witness to the 
UDWearyiug zeal and energy of tho ministers 
of that denumlaation. The spiritual lequira - 
ments of tho community of Esquimau were 
great. It had tho honor to be agreal Navul 
station, uiiii thu town had a duty to perform 
in rolarn for iba honor conferred upon it. 
Tho church that was shortly Io rieo from tho 
ground on which he stood was a ronponeo to 
this feeling. Thoro were sometimoj ships at 
anchor in Esquimau harbor with 400 or 500 
souls in their bosoms, withoul a chaplain, 
which raised up a want for a church, li 
was Impossible to pay the debt of gratitude 
that all owed to the groat spiritual leader, 
the Lord Bishop. When he (the Chief 
Justice) first oame to this colony, he shed 
tears of grotiludo to fiud an Episcopaoy here 
that was a relict of thai of dear old Eng- 
land (ajiplause.) The culony was indebted 
to Iho huiiea, but especially to the fair and 
noble lady who had Hlimuliitud, not only by 
words but by duedu, ihiti great and good work 
(applause.) Lot tiopo be swallowed up in 
certainty, and lei all luml Ihoir powerful aid 
in advancing the caueo of Chriat. All hail 
and aU hallow to it ! And whan this build- 
ing shall have orambled to dust, and the 
records which have been deposited to-day bo- 
iieath this foundation shall bo uncovered 
by Iboso who niloro tho greiu God, may they 
bo enabled to look back and sny, " this stone 
was laid and tbia seed was sown by our 
rilgtim FiUhera." (Tim Chief Judtico re- 
tired amid prolonged applause). 

Uis Lordship the Bishop of Columbia noxl 
oame forward and delivered the follov^iiiK 
eloqusDt address ; 

It is now ^Imost 4oyep ypars since tho little 
BohoqUroom near this spot was orootod 
through tho zealoas ezetllot^s of the Kev. K. 
Dundas. Since then, in that bailding divine 
Bcrvlcu has been conducted, Tbo oongroga> 
tion having now outgrown the ucconimodu- 
tion, and Keiiuimall havitif; become the 
dockyard, hh well aa tlio lu.'iuiquarlorg of 
Her Majeflly'a Navy in thu Pacific, thu lime 
has come for placing tlio ministrations of ro- 
Hgion in a uiuro worthy and Huitablo posi- 
tion. The churob which is about to bo 
ereotod will bo an ornament to the nnighbour- 
hood, and at tho same time suffioient to con- 
tftln the local congregation, and felso the 



crews of ahlps which may be destitnte of 
chaplains. VVe are etill a thousand dollars 
short of tho necessary funds, a fact which wo 
trust all friends present to-day will carefully 
treasure up and practically conGidor. Why 
have we had all this ceremonial to-day 7 Is 
it not because the cause isworthy of all 
honor? It is the cause ot our God and ot 
the souls of men — it is tho caueo of true 
oivilization and enlightenment ol tno mind. 
If , the' inatignration of any public work is 
worthy of honor, bow muoh more this 7 Such 
a ootumeneement too is agreeable to the will 
ofOod, as revealed to ns in the Soriptnre. 
There we read that, " When the bailders laid 
the toundation of Ihe Temple' of ' the' Lord 
they sot the Priests in their apparel with 
trumpets, and the Lovitus, the sons of Asaph, 
with symbols, to praise tho Lord after tho 
ordinance ol David, King of Israel. And 
they song together by course, in praising 
and giving thanks unto tho Lord, bt^camo 
He ia good, for His moroy cDdurolh for ever 
towards Israel. And all the people shouted 
with a great shout when they praised the 
Lord, because the foundation of ihe House of 
the Lord was laid." So we have now done, 
and with how muoh more cause for praise and 
hoDoar is this foundation of a Christian 
Cborch. As oitizans of Britain, our duty U 
to carry forward the Ohrlatian civilization of 
our mother load. No country can prosper 
where God is not honored e.nii his laws ro- 
speoted. No greater judgment or cibunity 
can befall any country in whoso councils niun 
prevail who fear not God nor regard the pre 
cepts of the Gospel. We dosiro, therofore, to 
plant broad and deep Iho foundations of that 
church under which our njoiher country lias 
been blessed and prospered. Wo are plonaed 
G see here amongst us not merely our own 
bravo seamen but representatives of the 
gallant navy of the United States [applause.] 
From the north to the south, from the cast to 
the west of those States eztaoda a branch of 
the Anglloan church, wbioh has bad a happy 
ioQaence in the paoifioation of the country 
after its recent trial. Far more eOective for 
the peace of nations are the bonds of tho 
Cbriatian Brotherhood than mere self-intoresi 
over which Iho passions of mon will too often 
prevail. May this mingling to-day of thu 
two navies be an nugury of peace between 
the nations. But the object we have in view 
here is not merely to plunt tho church bul to 
further that for which tho Church of Christ 
was founded, oven to prouiolo ihe honor nf 
God and the salvation of souls. In 
00 way more eflfectoally may the glory of 
car merciful God be set forth than 
by exhibiting bis love to man io the gift of 
his SOD. In this plaoe we trust will 
ever be faithfully set forth a Saviour crucified 
and hia ordinances duly administered. May 
our brave seamen as they como here 
from their village homes in Britain find the 
" Church going Bell," and the sights and 
sounds within the walls of this future sanc- 
tuary a blessed and gratelul likeness of what 
they have left behind in their loved and disN 
tanc borne. Abnndant, alas I arc the inceu- 
tires to sin, but here will be carried on, 
through the Spirit of God's blessing, His 
own appointed means, the conversion and 
renewal of the human heart, whereby in the 
great fntare of all, many shall be added to 
the mnltitndeof the redeemed in bliss, [ap- 
plause] May we all who havo participuled 
in Ihe service of to-day, not treating it as a 
spectacle to bo gazed npon, but as an ocs 
casion for humbfo prayer for the divine 
blessing, be ourselves fjuilt up inoro and 
more a spiritual bouse with Christ our Sa- 
viour for the corner stone upon whom who^ 
soever trusts ha shoold inlisrit everlasting 
life. 

Hia Lordship was frequently interrnpteu 
by applanse, and at the close of his remarks 
pronouooed a Blessing on those present, when 
U. M. Ships Sutlej and S.^out thundered 
forth a salute in honor of tbo occasion, and 
after the National Anthem by the band, the 
aasenablage retired. Tho highly satislaotory 
manner in which the ceremonies passed off 
ia due in a great measure to theCbnrchwaidens 
— Poymastor Spark and Mr W. Fisher — 
and tho Church Committee. 

St Paul's Church will bo under tho spirit- 
ual control of Rev. A. 0. Garrett — one of 
the most earnest and able divines in tbo Co-, 
lony. The bailding will be completed in 
about ten weeks, at a cost of S3000. It will 
seat from 150 to 200 persons. Its dimeusions 
will be : 26 feat wide by 59 feet long, and 
40 feet in height, surmounted by a steeple 24 
feet above the roof. The chancel will bo 
ICilSfeet; tho vesiry, 10x12. Tho archi- 
tect is Mr Thomas Trounce; (Jonttactor, W, 
P. Say ward; Painter, J. Banks; Piasierer, 
Mr McKay. 

Tho inhabitants of Esquimau and the pro- 
perty holders in that neighbourhood will 
now feel their languid hopes revived. So 
costly a structnre erected npon so picturo-que 
a site can not fall to inorease the value of the 
aarrouoding lands, and to make Esquimau a 
most desirable place of residence. A debt of 
gratitude will long be due from them anil lliu 
friends of church extension Io Mr S. J. 
Spark, R. N., who was the prime mover in 
this most important undertaking, nnd to 
whoso energy and untiring zeal in this good 
cause DO tealimony of oors can add any com- 
mendation. Long may ho live amongst us 
to carry forward this and every other good 
work to which ho puts his willing hand.

Tbo Colonial Secretary said they 
tried to pat the Bill into working 
shape in order to assist tbo Manioipal 
Council into a proper position. As 
the Lowor House was not williiii; to 
work with tbo Council, perhaps it had 
better Ho on tbo table. 

Tho Chief Justice said thoro was no 
roason assigned lor rojocting tho 
Bill. But lie could not coiicoivo why 
tho Corporation did not put into 
operation the powers tboy at prosont 
undoubtedly have. It was their 
duty to look and sco, and exorcise 
their powor.^. Ho had an object in 
making thoBo obsurvation.s. H tho 
Bill which is now rcjocLed was their 
only hopojot carrying out their views 
tor the ensuing year, tho public would 
bo without the carrying through ot pub'> 
lie works and sanitary raoasuros. The 
Corporation would do woU to rocon- 
sidor their old powers; Lot them try 
them, and test tbem, and until they 
are tested, they aro not warranted in 
sitting down nnd refusing to oxorciso 
them for tho public boiiolit. 

The romarlta of tho Ciiief Juatico 
agreed ^itb tli'e views of the Colonial 
Secretary, and ho was obliged for tho 
obsorvationB made.
